GM Shelves 
Rotary Plant 


DETROIT (AP) - The future of 


General Motors' rotary engine was in 
further doubt today after disclosure that 
the new power plant does not meet 1975 
model emissions standards. 


Plans to introduce the rotary engine 


next spring, made public just last week, 
suddenly were shelved indefinitely Tues- 
day when a GM study showed the 
engine's 
emission 
levels 
exceed 


government limits. 


A GM spokesman said there was no 


way to tell when the rotary would be 
ready. The auto giant has been working 
on the engine for three years and has 
invested more than $100 million in its 
development. 


"When the engine tells us it's ready, 


we'll go with it," said the spokesman. He 
said the engine now is saying, "Good fuel 
economy, but bad emissions." 


In a statement, GM President Edward 


Cole blamed tough 
1977 limits on 


emissions of hydrocarbons and nitrogen 
oxides for the delay. He made no mention 
of the proble of meeting 1975 standards, 
which was confirmed later by a GM 
official. 


"We are not sure the standards can be 


achieved even with current production 
engines," Cole said. "It makes it espe- 
cially impractical to put into production 
any new engine that doesn't presently 
have the potential to meet those stand- 
ards."

by the President for his management 
creativity. He now is winding up a 
temporary job as architect of Ford's 
economic summits.

Given College To Help Balance of Payments 
$25,000 Grant 


Navarro College has received a $25,000 


grant to provide leadership scholarship 
for students attending Navarro College. 
In announcing the grant Dr. Kenneth P. 
Walker, President of the College, said 
that the grant was received from the 
Navarro Community Foundation and 
would be used for providing scholarships 
to students who will take an active part in 
helping to promote Navarro College and 
develop various student programs.

"It's not a statewide thing," he said. 


"Dallas is asking hor a hike, but we're 
not." 


The Dallas news story said that ap- 


plications for rate hikes are already 
pending in Dallas, Houston and Austin, 
with more expected in other cities soon. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Nel- 


son A. Rockefeller said today it 
will be almost impossible to 
control the nation's inflation 
and balance-of-payments prob- 
lems if Arab oil prices go any 
higher. 


"With Arab oil prices so high 


and threatening to go higher it 
almost seems impossible to 
look down the road and see how 
this inflation and this balance 
of payments problem can be 
controlled," Rockefeller said. 


Rockefeller also declared on 


his third, and probably final, 
day of testimony at the Senate 


Rules and Administration Com- 
mittee hearings on his nomi- 
nation to be vice president that 
he thinks "it would be difficult" 
for the Federal Reserve to re- 
lax its tight money policy un- 
less other action is taken "to 
increase the flow of funds into 
the capital market." 


The chairman of the com- 


mittee said, meanwhile, that 
the panel won't act on Rock- 
efeller's nomination until it gets 
a report from another congres- 
sional committee on Rockefel- 
ler's taxes.

Robert C. Byrd 
discovered 


Tuesday how hard it is to pin 
Rockefeller 
down when he 


wants to avoid answering a 
question. 


Rockefeller, for his part, 


complimented Byrd for the way 
he put him on the spot. 


Byrd, D-W. Va., said the ex- 


change won't keep him from 
backing the Rockefeller nomi- 
nation, which seems likely to 
win the unanimous approval of 
the Senate Rules Committee in 
time for the full Senate to vote 
on it before an election recess 
scheduled to start about Oct. 
11. 


Rockefeller planned to wind 


up his testimony today. Then, 
the panel will hear from a 
group of Senate and House 
members before turning to 
spokesmen of various groups 
who oppose the former New 
York governor. 


House Judiciary Committee 


hearings on the nomination 
probably won't start until after 
the Nov. 5 election, meaning 
Rockefeller won't win full con- 
gressional confirmation until 
late in the year at the earliest. 


Chairman Howard W. Can- 


non, 
D-Nev.,, denounced the 


three commercial 
television 


networks for failing to provide 
live coverage of the Rockefeller 
hearings, saying "their decision 
to shut off these proceedings 
from the American people in 
favor of soap operas and the 
dollars they would receive from 
advertising ... (is) a deplor- 
able and unconscionable mis- 
construction of freedom."

essential, he said. 


The board authorized Walker 


to work with the Dallas ar- 
chitectural firm of Fred Buford 
& Associates. 


BUFORD presented to the 


board several 
drawings of 


student housing in efficiency 
apartment design. Walker said 
this type of construction is "the 
most flexible type of student 
housing at the present time." 


He said 
efficiency 
apart- 


ments with kitchenettes could 
house married students, and if 
future 
student 
housing oc- 


cupancy declines, the apart- 
ments could be rented to 
persons outside the college. 


Tentative planning of the 


apartments 
includes single, 


double 
and 
four 
bedroom 


complexes with a dining, kit- 
chen, bath and bedroom areas. 
Womens' housing would in- 
clude a small living area. 
Walker said the apartments 
would cost more than present 
dormitory rates. 


THE COLLEGE'S six dor- 


mitories now house 18 students 
over capacity. Walker said any 
future student housing would be 
financed by revenue bonds. 


Also part 
of 
long-range 


planning is the construction of 
an 
occupational 
education 


building. 
Walker 
said 
the 


present Technical Arts Bldg. is 
out of space. "We are adding 
programs and there is no place 
to put them, "he said. "The new 
building would take care of the 
overflow." 


Tenative planning by Buford 


& Associates would place the 
building directly east of the 
Academic 
Administration 


Bldg. 


Walker said the Academic 


Administration Bldg., requires 
study 
to 
determine 
what 


facilities need to be renovated. 
He said 
some 
walls 
are 


cracking, insulation is poor and 
the building needs central air 
and heat. 


WALKER TOLD the board 


that specific plans needed to be 
on 
paper 
because 
grants 


"sometimes give you only 30 
days to explain exactly what we 
need and where it will go." 


He said both the occupational 


education 
building 
and 


renovation of the Academic 
Administration Bldg. would be 
financed 100 per cent by federal 
or private grants. "There will 
be no bond elections or increase 
in taxes," he said. 


IN OTHER business, the 


board unanimously authorized 
Walker to employ temporary 
personnel to implement three 
programs recently funded by 
federal grants. 


Walker said he would employ 


teachers 
already 
with the 


college to start a radio-TV 
repair, secretarial training and 
building trades program. 


The grant expires June 30, 


1975, 
but Walker said

THE BOARD also passed 


unanimously

the college. 


Walker told the board pur- 


chasing cattle for study in the 
farm and ranch management 
program, 
then 
slaughtering 


them to feed students would 
"kill two birds with one stone." 


Quantity purchasing 
with 


other schools and institutions 
and contracting for services 
that are cheaper than the 
college could provide for itself 
are other ways to cut corners 
on expenditures, Walker said. 


The board amended a motion 


requesting college students the 
right to appear before the 
board and discuss

policy and administration. 


Chairman Leighton Dawson

Woman Named as Interim 
President at University 


AUSTIN, Tex. (AP) — Uni- 


versity of Texas Chancellor 
Charles LeMaistre appointed 
Dr. Lorene L. Rogers as inter- 
im president of the Austin 
school today after firing Presi- 
dent Stephen H. Spurr Tuesday. 


LeMaistre's office issued a 


statement saying Dr. Rogers is 
the first woman ever named 
president of a major coeduca- 
tional university in America. 


She began her duties at 8 


a.m. today. 


Dr. Rogers was a vice presi- 


dent of the university from Sep- 
tember 1971 until Aug. 31 this 
year. She has been on leave. 


The new president also is a 


professor of nutrition in the 
Home Economics Department. 


Dr. Spurr was fired from his 


$49,000 job in what one UT re- 
gent called a personality con- 
flict 
and 
what 
LeMaistre 


termed a generally uncoop- 
erative attitude. 


The board of regents planned 


to meet at 4 p.m. today to con- 
sider the action. 


"I would think there would be 


a vote taken in such a manner 
as to know whether Dr. Le- 
Maistre is being backed up or 
isn't," said regent Dr. James 
E. Bauerle of San Antonio. 


Bauerle said he would vote to 


uphold LeMaistre's 
decision 


and predicted a majority of the 
nine-member board would do 
likewise. 


LeMaistre said tersely that 


Spurr had a "generally uncoop- 
erative attitude" and had at- 
tempted to discredit the chan- 
cellor and his administration 
with the powerful board of UT 
regents. 


LeMaistre, who said Spurr 


has refused to resign, said he 
would have no more to say un- 


til he made a full report to the 
regents. 


Spurr said he knew nothing of 


the move to oust him until 
Monday and would have no 
more to say until he knew fur- 
ther particulars. 
. Other university officials had 
no comment. 


In a brief release through his 


administrative 
office, 
Le- 


Maistre pointed out that the 
chief administrative officer in 
each of the institutions in the 
statewide UT system "is re- 
sponsible to the chancellor and 
has access to the board of re- 
gents only through the chan- 
cellor." 


"My action is based upon this 


unquestioned authority," Le- 
Maistre said. 


The chancellor said he asked 


Spurr's resignation in an effort 
"to resolve this matter in the 
manner least disruptive.of the 
university ... he has refused 
and my action is in consonance 
with my best judgment as to 
the proper course of action." 


LeMaistre said his "con- 


fidence in the ability of Dr. 
Spurr to administer the affairs 
of UT-Austin effective and ef- 
ficient manner has been severe- 
ly eroded over the past few 
months. This erosion has been 
accelerated by a generally un- 
cooperative attitude on the part 
of Dr. Spurr, and an effort on 
his part to discredit the chan- 
cellor and system adminis- 
tration through direct contact 
with members of the board."

Pipeline's Big Money Lures Crowds to Dare Harsh Yukon Conditions 
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FAIRBANKS, Alaska (AP) 


"This is the law of the Yukon, 
and ever she makes it plain: 
'Send not your foolish and 
feeble; send me your strong 
and your sane.'" 


The clean-cut young man was 


reading 
a 
poetic 
warning 


penned by Alaska visitor Rob- 
ert W. Service more than 50 
years ago. As he read the 
middle-aged 
men 
with the 


work-worn boots and tatooed 
arms and the long-haired young 
men with the pimpled cheeks 
and embroidered 
blue jeans 


slumped in their chairs and fid- 
dled with their cuticles. 


Four young women made no 


motion, staring wide-eyed at 
the instructor who was bidding 


farewell to the 62 pupils he'd 
spent the past six hours tutor- 


ing. 


The "Class" was about to 


board a yellow bus for the 
short drive to Fairbanks Inter- 
national Airport for a two-hour 
hop into the wilderness. The 
men and women all were head- 
ed north for the same reason: 
Money. Lots of it. 


So far this year nearly 6,000 


workers have gone to the 12 
camps which dot the 340 mile 
trans-Alaska pipeline route be- 
tween the Yukon River and the 
Prudhoe Bay oil fields near the 
Arctic Ocean. 


Each of them had to attend 


the half-day seminar sponsored 
by the Alyeska Pipeline Service 


Co., 
a Til taught by Bechtel Co. 


personnel at the modern Alaska 
Career Development Center. 


The briefing is divided into 


seven time periods for the vari- 
ous courses: the project's his- 
tory: 
environmental issues; 


safety; 
cold 
weather 
in- 


doctrination; 
cold 
weather 


indoctrination; 
human 


relations; 
camp 
life; 
the 


history of Alaska and its native 
people. 


Five instructors and a small 


staff of office personnel under 
the directorship of Jim Kissel- 
burg run the seminar six days 
a week, from 6 a.m. until 3:20 
p.m. when the charter planes 
are airborne toward the North 
Slope. 


Besides the classes, each em- 


ploye who's been hired for a 
specific job on the recommen- 
dation of his union gets a thor- 
ough 
physical 
examination. 


Men and women over 40 years 
of age take electrocardiograms 
and intensive eye examinations. 


Taking its cue from the 


Army, the service company 
conducts its preparatory oper- 
ation according to the clock 
and the computer. There is a 
time to eat and a time to sleep, 
a time to smoke and a time for 
coffee. Threats of dismissal ac- 
company disobedience of each 
rule. 


Paperwork is a mainstay of 


the indoctrination 
operation. 


Booklets 
and 
pamphlets 


chocked 
full 
of "dos1 
and 


"don't's" abound. 


Instructors tell their charges 


the environmental course has 
been written "almost word for 
word" by the U.S. Department 
of Interior in order to acquaint 
the workers with "the unique 
situation the environment plays 
in Alaska." 


They also tell the drivers and 


cooks, welders and loaders, 
dishwashers and laundresses, 
that 
during 
the past two 


months two men have died up 
on that isolated North Slope in 
"accidents brought about by 
carelessness." 


The message is clear: obey 


the rules, pay attention and 
survive. 


Among the taboos: avoid ani- 


mals; leave the delicate tundra 
alone; don't bring any liquor, 
drugs or firearms; no horse- 
play; don't run; stay clean; be 
polite; no gambling; no private 
vehicles. 


Next to protecting the envi- 


ronment, the heaviest emphasis 
is on personal safety in the 
deadly arctic winter. 


To reinforce the two-hour lec- 


ture on how to keep warm, the 
service company gives each 
man and woman an illustrated 
booklet entitled "Staying Alive 
in the Arctic." 


It cautions pipeline 
road 


workers to "always prepare 
yourself for possible disaster," 
and urges them always to car- 


ry a sleeping bag, medical kit, 
emergency 
rations 
for 
five 


days, a knife and flashlight, 
area map, matches, and above 
all warm arctic gear. 


"Carry this booklet with you 


whenever you leave camp," it 
adds. "Even if you know every- 
thing written herein, its pages 
can be valuable tinder for a 
fire." 


Each employe is responsible 


for his own arctic clothing, and 
examples of the best were held 
up for class inspection. A good 
set of warm gear could run as 
high as $500, but when pay- 
checks averaging as much as 
$1,500 per week are at stake, 
the investment usually is worth 
it. 


But there are exceptions. 
Alyeska officials cite a turn- 


over rate of between 25 and 30 
per cent, but union officials in 
Fairbanks put it much higher. 


Kay Martin 31, of Fairbanks 


a secretary at the orientation 
course, told several stories of 
would-be workers who went 
through the seminar with trepi- 
dation, boarded the plane with 
a nagging fear, and finally re- 
fused to disembark when the 
aircraft 
landed amidst 
the 


beautiful desolation "up yon- 
der." 


"We had two guys from Flor- 


ida who went up last month 
and absolutely refused to get 
out and stay" she said.

CALCUTTA, India (AP) - 


Hunger officially described as 
the worst in a decade has 
gripped the back-country vil- 
lages of West Bengal, raising 
fears of widespread famine. 


The president of the state's 


ruling Congress party, Arun K. 
Maitra, estimated 1,000 persons 
already have died because of 
food shortages and 
diseases 


connected to malnatrition. 


Thousands of villagers have 


quit their huts in hard-hit iso- 
lated areas to beg for food in 
cities and towns, their babies in 
their arms and their posses- 
sions in bundles on their heads. 
The state government has 
launched an emergency relief 
operation to keep them alive. 


"We shall deal witli this situ- 


ation 
on 
a 
war 
footing," 


pledged 
Sidhartha 
Shankar 


Ray, 
West Bengal chief minis- 


ter, in an interview. 


Scarcity also has attacked ru- 


ral pockets in seven other In- 
dian states, leading to pre- 
dictions that New Delhi will 
have to get massive food im- 
ports soon to avoid famine in 
the countryside. 


The predictions are rein- 


forced by estimates from agri- 
cultural experts that the fall 
crop, mostly 
rice, 
will be 


sharply down in West Bengal 
and the rest of India because of' 
broad areas suffering 
from 


drought and lack of fertilizer. 


Prime Minister Indira Gan- 


dhi's government already has 
signed deals 
for 
importing 


about two million tons of food- 
grains 
through 
December, 


much of it from the United 
States. 


But the International Wheat 


Council said last week she will 
need a total of three million to 
five million tons to get the na- 
tion by until next summer's 
wheat comes in. 


Mrs. 
Gandhi's envoys abroad 


have 
quietly 
made 
India's 


needs known in the hope of get- 
ting aid and concessionary food 
sales or loans from the United 
States, Western Europe and the 
Soviet Union. 


President Ford pledged last 


week that the United States will 
increase its world food aid but 
the quantities available are ex- 
pected to be disclosed only at 


the World Food Conference in 
Rome in November. 


Indian officials in New Delhi 


and state officials here in Cal- 
cutta have been reticent to cry 
publicly for help from abroad 
because the Indian public has 
been told since the good crop 
years of 1970-71 that the nation 
is virtually self-sufficient 
in 


food. 


Nowhere has the scarcity hit 


harder than in the backward 
villages of the West Bengal 
countryside 
where 
landless 


farm hands have been caught 
in a vicious grip of high prices 
and unemployment. 


Some have resorted to eating 


weeds, snails and frogs because 
they cannot get the traditional 
rice or even the less desirable 


crude wheat. Thousands have 
poured into towns to line up at 
cut-rate kitchens set up by lo- 
cal merchants. 


About a month ago Kanai 


Kushnti brought his wife and 
seven children to Calcutta, 
swelling its army of beggars, 
because there was neither food 
nor work for him in their vil- 
lage of Bergram, about 150 
miles southwest of the city. 
They came by train without 
tickets. 


"Even my employer, a maj- 


liari 
jotedar 
(middle-class 


fanner), was in difficulty," 
Kushnti told a visitor to his 
campsite on a sidewalk. 


The family's last real meal 


was a little rice and lentil soup 
handed out by a Calcutta shop- 


keeper. Mrs. Kushnti added wa- 
ter to the mixture to make it go 
around for her 25-year-old hus- 
band and six children. 


She only has six to feed now 


because a 6-year-old daughter 
died soon after the family took 
up residence on the streetside. 


"The baby died eating all this 


rubbish," said Kushnti. "We 
couldn't give her milk." 


The plight of families like the 


Kushntis has been an annual 
hardship in West Bengal for 
years during the lean time be- 
tween spring planting and the 
rice harvest in late October. 


But in past years thousands 


of landless laborers could count 
on rice loans from farmers to 
tide them over until harvest 
time.

Nueces Massacre Monument Points Up Conflicts Raging in Civil War Texas

Just clown the hill a little bit 


from the high school at Com- 
fort, Tex., is a tall white rnoini- 
inent. Few really notice it any 
more, we suppose. The in- 
scriptions are in German. 


The monument and its little 


plot of ground are kept in ex- 
cellent condition by the young 
ladies of the town more than a 
hundred years after it was 
placed there. 


The structure is a reminder 


of one of the most vicious in- 
cidents of the Civl War, known 
forever 
afterward 
as 
the 


Nueces Massacre. 


It also calls attention to the 


fact, little remembered these 
days, that vast segments of the 
Texas population strongly op- 
posed secession. 


The hunt for the monument 


was set off by the reissuance of 
a 1954 book by the Naylor Co. 
of San Antonio. 


The book is "A Hundred 


Years of Comfort in Texas, A 
Centennial History," written by 
Guido E. Ransleben. 


The book is filled with region- 


al material—how the Germans 
settled the Hill Country, the 
leading families, and the like. 


It has more than 100 pictures. 


Of more general interest are 


the stories about the famous 
military camel experiment and 
troubles with the Indians. 


The largest story, however, is 


about the massacre. 


The Germans of the 
Hill 


Country had not been long in 
America and they had taken an 
oath of loyalty to the United 
States—which few native-born 
had done. They considered the 
oath a serious matter. 


They were against slavery 


and probably did not under- 
stand the other issues of seces- 
sion any better than their

neighbors. 


This meant there was little 


volunteering for Confederate 
military service and strong obf 
jections to the draft. 


The Germans made two 


serious mistakes. The second 
will be obvious later. The first 
was the organization and ar- 
ming of three companies. 


Whether this act caused the 


Confederate military to move 
cannot be determined. But at 


any rate, troops took over 
Fredericksburg and martial 
law declared. The Germans dis- 
banded their companies. 


Then a group of 80 Hill Coun- 


try men met to discuss fleeing 
to Mexico. 


The German accounts say the 


men planned to make their way 
from Mexico to join the Union 
Army. 


T.R. Fehrenbach in his dis- 


tinguished 
history, 
"Lone 


Star," puts a different light on 
it. He says, "Their purpose was 
to flee the state rather than 
fight the Confederacy." 


Probably each man had his 


own reason for leaving. Some 
didn't want to fight on either 
side while others did want to 
join the Union Army. 


The numbers quoted by vari- 


ous witnesses vary and any at- 
tempt to add and subtract to 
reach totals becomes fruitless. 


At any rate, between 61 and 


68 armed men set out Aug. 1, 
1862, 
for Mexico. The oldest 


was 35. Five were non-Ger- 
mans, including Pablo Diaz, a 


Mexican. 


Their commander was Fritz 


Tegener and some then and 
now blame him for the second 
big error. 


They made the trip to Mexico 


a sort of picnic, hunting game, 
robbing bee trees and the like. 
They rode only 10 or 15 miles a 
day when they should have 
been driving hard to reach 
sanctuary. 


On Aug. 9, 28 Germans re- 


turned to their homes, leaving 
40 or less.

ericksburg,

McRae to stop the men. 


Between 100 and 
125 Con- 


federates mounted the assault 
at 3 a.m. They were repulsed 
twice. 


But within an hour, 23 Ger- 


mans ana Diaz had been killed 
or wounded. The remainder got 
out the best they could. Eight 
Germans, presumably of this 
group, were killed trying to 
cross the Rio Grande 50 miles 
away on Oct. 18, more than two 
months later. 


This might have been only a 


minor footnote to history except 
that nine Germans were too se- 
verely wounded to flee. 


A Capt. Williams, a Con- 


federate soldier on the ex- 
pedition, said Duff had his per- 
sonal hatchet man, "Luck" 
Burgman, on the scene. 


Williams 
says 
the 
nine 


wounded were taken a little 
apart and each was shot in the 
back of the head by Burgman. 
Williams says Lt. McRae was 
severely wounded and knew 
nothing of these executions. 


Lt. McRae reported 12 of his 


own 
troops killed

wounded. German sources say 
10 Confederates were killed and 
45 wounded of whom half died. 


Confederates were hunting 


down Union supporters in the 
area for a long time. The Ger- 
mans admit that not all the 
names of the slain are on the 
Comfort marker. 


The front of the monument 


carries the words, "Treue du 
Union," or "Loyal to the Un- 
ion." Another lists nine names, 
"captured and murdered." A 
third side has 19 names, "killed 
at the Nueces." The other side 
names eight slain at the Rio 
Grande. The numbers in the 
various accounts are not con- 
sistent. 


The fight and executions set 


off riots in San Antonio and a 
number of men were hanged. 


Fehrenbach notes that the 


Nueces affair was not as bitter 
as some events in North and 
Northeast Texas. 


Confederate troops scoured 


the farms and towns in the 
north and northeast, arresting 
anyone connected with the 
Peace Party or who denounced 
the war. 


These were brought before 


"people's courts" which had no 
legal standing. One such court 
at Gainesville convicted 40 men 
on 
hearsay 
evidence 
and 


promptly hanged them. Five 
more were executed at Deca- 
tur. 


Forty more were sentenced 


to death in Grayson County but 
Confederate 
Gen. James 


Throckmorton, riding hard, ar- 
rived in time to save them. In 
a formal trial, all but one were 
set free. 


Draft 
evasion 
was wide- 


spread. A part of the 'Big 
Thicket was burned trying to 
drive out evaders. 


And somehow, many Union 


loyalists made their way out of 
Texas and into the Union 
Army, forming two Texas regi- 
ments.

World Grain Supply 


Severely Reduced 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


world grain supply has been re- 
duced to the point where it is 
unusually tight because of har- 
vest declines in the United 
States, Soviet Union and other 
key countries, the Agriculture 
Department says. 


Officials said the situation as 


of mid-September indicates sig- 
nificant downward revisions 
from crop estimates made Aug. 
20. 


The department's Foreign 


Agricultural Service said the 
revisions included declines in 
grain harvest for the Soviet Un- 
ion, down 5 million metric tons; 
Western Europe, down 2.1 mil- 
lion; Canada, down 3.4 million; 
and other countries, down 
about 2 million tons. 


"Projected world wheat pro- 


duction in 1974 has been low- 
ered from 360.5 million tons to 
351.6 
million tons, reflecting 


primarily reduced harvestpros- 
pects in the United States, Can- 
ada and the Soviet Union," the 
report said Tuesday. 


It noted, however, that wheat 


production in Europe is up 2.4 
million tons over the August 
projection. Production of coarse 
grain, including corn, was esti- 
mated at 581.8 million tons.
